At an early hour yesterday morning a large 
number of prominent Republicans assembled at 
the headquarters to talk over the result of the 
election and to exchange congratulations over 
the pew and improved aspect of political affairs.

ATTEMPTED FRAUD. 
HOW THEY TRIED IN THE FIFTH. 

An attempted fraud, and one of a very serious 
nature, has come to light in a quarter where 
such a thing was least expected. ‘It happened 
in the First Precinct of the Fifth Ward, the polls 
wf which were located in the real estate office of 
Mr. E. L. Barber, at 257 Twenty-ninth street, 
near the corver of State. The building is a 
smal] brick structure, containing two narrow 
rooins, and is similar in size and appearance to 
the buildiugs commonly used for coal offices. 
The front room was used for the voting place, 
ballots bemg deposited through the window 
from the street. The judges of election were 
all Opposition in sentiment, and their names 
are as follows: James Gleason, of No. 
1225 Wabash avenue; Otto Biuhm, of No. 
300 Thirty-firat street; and J. W. McKenna, of 
No 1433 Burnside street. Aithough they were 
all followers of Hesing, yet, as will be seen, 
their ideas of the sanctity of the bailot-box were 
widely different.

Barber, in the beginning, took pains 
to read the laws bearing on elections, the judges 
stoutly refused to allow.the ballots to be num- 
bered as a precaution against fraud, alleging that 
their instructions from Lieb expressly probibited 
it. This refusal they persisted in, notwithstand- 
iug that a large number of voters requested that 
their votes should be numbered. 

Next, the judges instigated and abetted sev- 
eral impudent invaders of the polls in creating 
all the noise and disturbasce that they could, 
in order to distract the challengers from their 
duty while illegat votes were being cast. All 
day loug and during the evening Messrs. Barber 
and Cooper were harrassed and annoyed by these 
invaders, but those gentlemen foresaw the ob- 
ject in conterzplation and stood steadfastly at 
their posts, sad utterly refused to be insulted 
or deterred from their work. The result was 
that, although a very heavy vote was poll 
few or no instances of repeating occurred, ap 
up tothe hour of closing the polls it could be 
fairly claimed that the election was honest.

among others present being South Town As- 
sesor Phillips and John Ryan, a saloon-keeper 
on State street, near the corner of Twenty- 
eighth.

It 
should be stated that at this time two of the Op- 
position judges, Otto Biahm and J. W. Mc- 
Kenna, became tired of the contest, and, being 
saisfied that their candidate was defeated, re- 
signed themselves to the situation, and honestly 
endeavored to go on with their task fairly 
and faithfully. James Gleason, however, 
the other election judge, was affected 
quite differently. and became reckless in 
his attempts to hinder his colleagues.

TIM CASEY. 
HIS ADVENTURES ON ELECTION-DAY. 

During Tuesday afternoon Mr. N. E. Sheidon, 
an old Democrat, and a gentioman who is lame, 
was watching the antics of a party of repeaters 
in the Second Precinct of the Twentieth Ward. 


He had-traced-¢hemrfrom the polls on Dearboro 
strect, they being led by an old bird named Tim 
Casey, who has a clerkship in H. B. Miller's 
office. Mr. Sheldon had warned the party oa 
several occasions, and asked the police to arrest 
them, but was each time greeted with threats and 
abuse, the officers siding with the repeaters, At 
the Second Precinct of the Twentieth Wart Tim 
Casey with a number of his roughs 
rounded the gentleman and beat him, one 
of the party drawing a revolver. Mr. Sheldon 
had previously called several times upon the 
police to do their duty, but they refused, and 
declined even to notice him, even while be was 
being attacked. Mr. Sheldon was very roughly 
handied, and he related his story to Justice 
Meech, whose office 1a at the corner of Clark 
and Madison streets, and who 
ISSUED A WARRANT 

for the arrest of Casey. By some mistake, the 
document, instead of being yiven into the 
bands of a Constable to execute, as should have 
been done, was placed in the hands 
of a policeman, who arrested Casey on 
the North Side, at the poils, where he 
was working for the Opposition ticket. 
The policeman very naturally, but very wroogly, 
took the accused before Justice Kaufmann, of 
the North Side Police Court, and here is where

was perpetrated. Casey was charged with as- 
sault and battery aodthreateoing. The Justice, 
instead of putting Casey uader suflicient bonds, 
held him in but $200, on literally ‘‘ straw” bail.

Haviog thus euown that the return of beef is 
frandulent, from the unanimous testimony of 
toe Commissioners, avd, to use their own style 
of argument, the ‘* possibility” of fraud being 
committed, it will be well to look at the other 
testimony in the possession of the Commission, 
or accessible to them, bearing on the characters 
of Saville and Bosler. 

Regarding Saville they hed before them record 
evidence that he had issued fraudulent vouchers 
to, orim the name of, McCann, at two diferent 
times, .more than a year intervening; that he 
bad frandulently kept a relative on the rolls of 
bis Agency who was not at the Agency, and thar 
he had given at Jeast one corrupt ¢ontract to 
another relative. They had before them my re- 
port, in which I showed that Saville had given a 
receipt for cattle not recg¢ived at any time, sande 
statement which proves that be had before given 
a receipt forcattie, allowing a larger average 
than be actually received. 

They had evidence that Bosfer had been mixed 
up in disreputable transactions with Indisa 
officiala, and positive proof that be claimed and 
received the payments for the same lot of cattle, 
under circumstances which preciuded'the posti- 
bihty of his innocence. 

There was, therefore, a possibility that Saville 
and Bosler might connive at frauds and ve 

trong testimony thai the cattle delivered at Re 
Cloud Agency could not bave been so weighty as 
was claimed by the Agent and contmetor, All 
the testimony of diemterested persons, army 
officers aud others, was against the probability, 
or even possibility, of the whole years delivery 
at Red Cloud Agency being of the average 
weights represented. But the Commussion 
ignored the probabilities against Bosler and 
Bavilie, and adopted the poseibilities in their 


favor, while suppressing facte that woul€ crim- | 


inate the whole lot, and even goiug 80 far as to 
east doubt upon the testimony of Bishop Hare 
aod Prof. Marsh where it differed with that of 
Bot Bishop Ware and Prof. 
Marsh had notes of the conversation in which 
Saville stated that the weight of thé cati'e 
whieh he certified as being 1,043 was only 850 
pounds, and. of course, these notes, taken on the 
spot, are more valuable as evidence than the 
mere opinion of the Commiesioners, even if the 
record in the case showed a far difforent dispoai- 
tion on the part of the latter. 

There is much more that can beesaid on this 
subject, but i bave sbown that the €ommiseion 
has ignored or suppressed important testumony, 
proving fraud botb in Saville’s' official returns 
andthe beef deliveries; that Saville’s returns 
were fraudulent as proven by the Commissioners 
themsrives in their unanimous report, and that. 
therefore, their claims of mnocence for Saville 
and Bosler are absurd.

CALIFORNIA, 
A Mechanic Disceurses urcon the 
Drawbacks of the Golden State. 
To the Editor of The Chicace Tribune: 
San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 15.—There is a great 


| deal written about California, much of which is 


exaggeration and untruth, and gives impreszions 
which are calculated to create dissatisfaction 
among the laboriog ciasses of the States, and a 
desire to emigrate to the Land of the Gold. 
Although they may not be the most favorably 
situated in the world, it is very probable that they 
are much better and more congenially and hap- 
pily situated than they would be if they were in 
California ; and for the benefit of such who con- 
template moving to this State, I have determined 
to write. 

Catifornia does indeed possess a climate which 
I am delighted with, and which is unequaled in 
any portion of our great Republic. It has large 
and highly-prodactive vallevs, and mountains 
rich in precious meta!s. it produces a great va- 
riety of fruits known to the temperate and semi- 
tropical Climates. Ite climate is equable; its 
healthfulvess proverbial; and it has a great 
combination of qualities of unsurpassed excel- 
lence, all of which are calculated to convince the 
person who hears or reads of them, that it is the 
country. 

Yet, aghough it isso bountifully blessed, it is 
absolutely necessary for its inhabitants to labor 
here as elsewhere; the lands must be sown be- 
fore the crops can be harvested; and, before 

newly-arrived can sow, he must become the 
oasessor Of some of these productive acres, 
which command very high prices. The greater 


ipart of the best land in California is divided into 


large ranches, ranging from 5,000 to 60,000 acres 
each,’ and valued at from €50 to $200 
per acre; and it is seldom that they 
can be b ought at any price, as these 
ranchers, or large land-owners, will seldom dis- 
pose of any portion of theirjands. They em- 
ploy jarge numbers of men, and pay very good 
wages; but the hired belp must furnish bis own 
biankets and sleep out of doors, and be eantent 
with the commonest necessaries of life; in fact, 
they are treated with about the consideration 
that the horses and cattie are. Such is the tes- 
timony of good, reliable, temperate, and indus- 
triows men, who have passed though such expe- 
riences. 

In order for any man to become the possessor 
of a productive farm, he must come here with a 
few thousands of dollars; for, even though 
small farms may be bought, it is absolutely nec- 
essary, in ali but-a few cases, to. irrigate ; and to 
irrigate means, in California, to dig large ditches 
to some large water-supply ; and to do this in- 
volves the expenditure of thousands of dollars. 
I feel assuted, after a year’s residence, and ac- 
quaintance, and inquiry, that to state to poor 
men indiscrimivateiy tyat there are such grand 
opportunities here for them to get a good farm, 
is criminally wrong, and is done from some self- 
ish motive by those that are circulating reports 
to that effect. 

Mining, successfally conducted, requires large 
capital, aud should not be thought ef for e 
moment by peor men, unless itu for wages. 
Common laborers are swarming all over the 


State, secking employment in vain ; and still the 


multitude increases every day, from the States 
and.irom Chine. And, as to the trades, there 
are thousands out of employment to-day,—ex- 
cellent workmen as well as inferior. There are 
notJess than 1,000 carpenters who are out of em- 
pleyment in San Francisco alone; aud 1 doubt 
nolL birat they are as good men as those that are 
employed. There are, in fact, such an 
immense number of all kinds of Ilabor- 
ers unemployed, who are dependent on the 
préceeds of their daily labor for a livelihood, — 
and their numbers are daily increasing by acces- 
sions from the States aud the discharges of 
every week,—that there is considerable appre- 
henusion felt for the dull season, when the flood- 
gates of the heavens break loose. This season 
1s the busiest aad most osperonus m the bie- 
tory of the State. Should there be one or more 
seasons of drought;,and the consequent depres- 
gion in business, there would be shousands of 
people who would suffer. if not perish, for 
the want of the necessaries of  iife. 
And. m the fece of such a condition 
of tbings, the San Francisco papers publish arti- 
cles which are ntended to and will cause others 
to come here,—they stating in their columus 
- ae there is a demand for labor, and wages are 
which is as false as possible, and only 
be to promote the mtereste of hundreds 
of echeming men by creating a great surplus of 
Inbor. When labor goes begging, capital dic- 
tates terms. and forces labering men te give 
théir sérvices at starvation prices. They also 
have + town-lots to sell houses 0 
rent; keep the necessaries of life to dis- 
pose ,of at «e profit; ran a 
hotel ;\are interested in the Overiand Raiiroad, 
Stage, and Steamboat lines; therefore, the 
greater thé number of emigrants, the more 
patronarcé and the heavier purses. This is the 
manner in which the State is benefited by this 
| unusual immigration.

Self- 
iebness is a prominent feature. The getting of 
money is so predominant that it has made many 
so sordid, and shriveled their betier nature to 
such a degree, that they possess lttie of the 
cordial manner that I have witnessed in other 
parts of oar conntry. I do hot apply these re- 
marks to all, by any means, but to a large por- 
tion of the people. 

I will close with the hope that this letter will 
be the means of doing mach gv.od in restraming 
many Otbers from coming to this Suate, whee 
mep work herder than ip any place i the wor! d.

Santayper, Oct. 15.—Itis impossible for apy 
oné not on the spot to realize the wanton de- 
vastation of property and barbarity to persons 
with wh:ch the civil war,is being carried on by 
the combatants in the Basque Provinces and 
Navarre. May an Euglish tourist who bas en- 
tered Spain by lrun, en route to Sebastian, must 
remember the fair country, sprinkled with farm- 
hous3s, orchards, maize fields, and groves on 
gentie acclivities which spread between those two 
piaces. It is now almost a wilderness of trampled 
crops, trees destroyed and homesteads burot. The 
same picture of desolation presents itself in 
Navarre, except that instead of orchards the 
vineyards are cut down with hatchets by the 
Government troops. With this material ruin, 
the savage spirit of the war becomes more 
intense, and, aithough neither party publicly 
admits the act, scarcely any quarter is given 
on either side. The reprisals of Gen. ‘irillo 
go too far, and are cruelly unjust, because the 
places he has directed to be deetroyed are 
open towns, or rather villages, not occupied 
militarily by the cnemy; whereas Hernani, 
Guelaria, 2ud San Sebastian, which are being 
cannonaded br the Carlists, play the part 
of fortresses, avd are therefore liable to be 
fired upon. The peaceful places thus doomed by 
the Alfonsine chief also contain the houses, 
shops, stores, and furniture, belonging to num- 
bers of Liberals. Supporters of the Govern- 
ment, obliged to fivy or expelied their houses by 
the Carlista, will think their devotion to it ill-re- 
quited by tbis wanton destruction of their prop- 
erty. The same remark applies to the bombard- 
ment of the fishing villages along the Biscayan 
coast by the iron-clad Vittoria. Alearn from a 
trustworthy quarter that notwitbstanding the 
efforts of tne NMiinister of War io Mad- 
rid, it is becoming doubtfal whiether the 
intended antumn campaign will be wunder- 
taken. The pacification of Catalonia, or, 
at least, the reduction of the ineurrection to in- 
significant dimensions, was the basis upon which 
the plan had been formed.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 

Paris. Oct. 15.-—Official returns published to- 
day announce that the value of French importa- 
tions during the first nine mouths of the current 
year amounted to 2,732,000,000f., against 2,826,- 
000,000f. in the corresponding perod of 1874. 
The decrease occurs chieily in alimentary pro- 
ducts, which were of the vaine of 556,009,- 
OO0Of,, against 715,000,000f. m 1874. Raw 
materials for industrial purposes have only 
slightly decreased—from 1,708,000f. in 1874 
to 1,702,000,000f. in 1875. On the other hand, 
the value of manufactured goods imported in- 
creased from 287,000,000f. in the first nine 
months of 1874 to 354,000,000f. in the present 
year. The exports during the same period are 
of the declared value of 2,934,000,000f., against 
2,794,000,000f. in 1874, showing an increase of 
140.000,000f. Among these are manufactured 
goods amounting to 1,648,000,000f., against 
1,624,000,000f. in 12874. The value of raw 
produce and alimentary products amounted to’ 
1,136,000,000., against 1,016,000,000f. in 1874.

COMMISSIONER PRATT'S REPORT. . 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuincros, D. C., Nov. 3.—Commussioner 
Pratt has about completed his report. It is 
ope of the most comprehensive papers on 
the subject of Internal Revenue yet prepared at 
the Treasury. The subject of whisky frauds has 
received much attention, The weak. points 10 
the law, and the regulations pertaining to waisky 
matters, as brought to light by great frands dis- 
covered last spring, are clearly pointed out, 
The recommendations of new legislation in con- 
nection with this branch of the subject are 
mainly confived to providing new checks for rec- 
tifiers, as the laws which now apply to them have 
been found wasting, and new guards 
are shown to be necessary in order to bring 
rectifiers under etricter surveillance. The new 
system of keeping accounts with distillers will 
be described at length. The report will show 
the most efficient condition of the force of 
special agents aod the outside ring of Western 
officers who were involved in the discovered 

frauds. 
THE NATIONAL BANKS. 

The number of National Banks organized with- 
in the past three months ts sixteen, with an au- 
thorized capital of $2,050,000. In the same time 
$6.752,536 of legal tenders have been deposited 
for tbe redemption of circulation. and over $5,- 
500,000 of it has actually been retired and burned, 
avd in thethree months $1,916,710 additional 
circulation has beep issued to new banks. The 
total number of banks organized during the 
year ending Nov. 1 is 117, with an authorized 
capital of $12,104,000. This includes two gold 
banks, with an ageregate capital of $200,000. 

INTERNAL REVENUE, 

Internal revenue collections since July 1 
have been at the rate of $117,000,000. As this 
period covers a dull portion of the year, it is 
estimated at the Department that on this basis 
the receipts for the year will be $125,000,000. 

DISTILLERY #&IZED. 

The distillery of Ezekiel Myers, and rectifying- 
house of M.& I. Myers, at PetersSurg, Ya., 
have been seized forthe same kind of frauds 
discovered at St. Louisa, Chicago, and Milwanu- 
kee. The amount of fraud thus far discovered 
is $10,000, avd this has been increasing every 
day.

Ring to-day by summoning before it several 
prominent persons, who are supposed to know 
all about the various phases of the crooked busi- 
ness in St. Louie, and who are now for the first 
time more than willing to impart all, and even 
more, than they know if they can 
save themselves by so doing.

There was more domg in dry-goods circles yester- 
day than on Tuesday or the day before, bat the move- 
ment was not active save in the department of prints, 
shawis, hosiery, flannels, and worsted dress goods, 
Prices were firm and unchanged.

BOW IT CAME ABOUT. 

The many friends of that veteran theatre 
manager, dir. Rk, M. Hooley, will be surprised to 
learn this morning that be has filed a voluntary 
petition in bankruptcy. This act is due directly 
to the recent law-suits for the possession of 
Hooley’s Theatre, and is the calmination of a 
complex series of troubles that have cloudedthe 
later days of the histrionic magnate, and 


biended with his dreams the hideous nightmare - 


of approaching impecuniosity. 

To begin with the beginning, as one might 
say, it was inthe solemn nionth of October, 
1872, that Hooley’s Theatre was formally 
opened to the public with great eclat, and with 
thunders of applause that echoed from the 
crowded pitto the topmostrow of delighted 
juveniles in the cejecetial gallery. The total cost 
of the building, exelusive of furniture, was 
$95,000, which the same inthe more moderate 
tines could be erected at a cost not exceeding 
$60,000. But that ig neitner here nor there. 
lit need only he stated in general terms, for 
the early success of the theatre is well remem- 
bered, that during the first/ season the profits 
were over $35,000. Of this amount Mr. Hooley 
devoted $25,000 towards the liquidation of such 
debits as he had incurred in starting so extensive 
an enterprise, So far. more than good. Bat

which led it on to financial distress and embar- 
rassment. The pauic of 1873 absorbed the 
avieniion of the usual theatre-goers, so tha:

He wrote, but in yaio. Hmaily bis com- 
pauy disbanded, aud he traveled with railroad 
epeed ever the mounteins and alkali plains of 
the West to the glorious metropolis by the lake. 
Too late. Maguire bad already receded, like the 
memory of a dream, beyond bis reach, even to 
New York. And there heremained. Hooley be- 
came anxious, and forwarded a written contract 
for Meguire’s signature, but the latter hesitated 
and delayed, and, fidally, refused to sign it on 
account of certain restrictions, Then Hooley 
béiook himseif to New York, and, in ap inter- 
view with bis soi-disant partner, learned just 
what he wanted, and thea set himself down to 
the task of getting up just the right sort of an 
agreement to suit the singular Maguire, While 
engaged iv this onerous occupation, Maguire 
TOOK TIME BY THE FORELOCKE 

and hied back to Chicago. Still there was no 
break im the apparent mlondebip of tbe two 
managers. Hooley remaiped in New York long 
epouga to engage, in bis managerial ty, 
the minstrel pair, Johnson and rune, who are 
even new nightly roaping plaudits from the mul- 
titude at Hooley’s. Then he leisurely turned 
towards Chicago, and while on the cars re- 
ceived, in a copy of Tus Txaisuxz, his 
first intimation Maguire had entered 
into partuership with J.H. Haverly, He neither 
wept uor wailed, but continued the even tenor of 
his way until ho was safely boused and hunched 
in the Sherman House. Tben he sailied forth, 
and inguired why this was so, and how much. 
The answer was unsatisfactory, Maguire kept 
putting bim off with specious words and preten- 
sions of friendship, until one morning Mr. 
Hooley woke up to the fact cbat his much-trusted 
friend had shd out for San Franeisco with about 
€3.000 of money that belonged to Huoley, ac- 
cording to the latter's understanding of the 
original agreement. 

The rest is known to all the readera of Tux 
Tarmuse.

DEBITS AND CREDITS. 

Ira Holmes, the well-known rea! estate dealer, 
and former President of the defunct Manufac- 
turers’ National Bank, has at last succumbed to 
the financial pressure, aod gone into bankruptcy. 
His voluntary petition was filed yesterday, and 
shows that he owes $3,000 for taxes, $360,589.31 
to secured creditors, and $108,572.21 to unse- 
cured creditors. The following are the principal 
debts: Edgar Holmes, Rochester, N. Y., $4,000;

Holmes also states that he owns a half interest 
in the Clifton House, which bas been assigned 
to his wife to secure her from loss on certain 
notes given to the State Bavings Institutjon 
jointly with him. The hotel property, nouedie, 
16 mortgaged for $50,000, and his share, tha e- 
fore, is nearly vaineless. The remaining assets 
are 190 bonds of Clifton Honse, valaed nominal- 
by at $96,000; also, 680 shares of the Clifton 
House Company stock, $68,000 ; and 121 shares 
ofthe Manufacturers’ National Bank, raced at 
$12,100, and one share im the American Fire-

The Recent Great Review OF 
Warnemuende 


Strength and Organisation of the In- 
| perial War-Flotilla. 


London Times. 

Beruty, Oct. 12.—The recent naval review off 
Warnemuende forme an epoch in the history of 
the German navy. The spectacle was a grand 
one. Four iron-cased frigates and five corvettes, 
attended by a shoal of smaller craft, paraded and 
went through a mock fight before the German 
Emperor. As the Emperor, on board the King 
William, returned tothe mouth of the Warne, 
he passed through @ whole fleet of sight- 
secing vessels, bearing visitors from all parts of 
Northern Germany. It was the most imposing 
review of German ships ever witnessed. . That 
evening, Gen. von Stosch, the Chief of the Na- 
val Department, to whose energy the country is 
indebted for the rapid development of 


the fleet, 
days later the officiai. Provincial Cor- 
respondence, 1n soloan ispguage announced, 
urn et ordi, that the pavy had at last 
attained a degree of strength which would allow 
of its being employed in an emergency. The last 
words refer to tbe wars of 1866 and 1870, when 
the German sbips, being too few to hold the sea, 
bad to be kept in port. With nine 10-inch 
cnirassed vessels varrying 26-centimetre guns 
ready, or all but ready, and a muster of strong 
corvettes to boot, it is to be anticipated that the 
German flag will be seen flying on the bigh seas 
pext war. 

Having often referred to the vessels, I will 
give you now a few particulars about the crews. 
The German navy at this moment is 5,000 men 
strong. Of this total, about 3,000 are sailors 
levied by conscription and taken from the mer- 
chant service. The remaining 2,000 are—some 
of them seamen educated in training ships, 
some operatives raised by conscription, 
and employed in their several trades 
either on board ship or in the Govern- 
meut dock-yards, Or the 3,000 conse ripts, 2,000 
are aviually allowed to take their departure, 
and are replaced by fresh levies, the average 
time of service being two and a half years, Not- 
withstanding the smail mumber of men re- 
quired, recruitment fer the German navy bas 
peculiar difficulties to contend with, The 
German seafaring population is calenlated at 
125,000 men, —a total far in excess of what can 
be ever wanted for the imperial navy; but as 
German sailors take to their calling early in life, 
and frequentiy join foreign merchantmen before 
they are liaple to serve in the pavy, the conse- 
quence is that, as a rule, one-third of those 
called oat fail to anewer the summons of the 
recruiting officer. Many of these defaulters 
réturn after a few years, when they must ex- 
pect to take their turn on board one of His Maj- 
esty’s ships; others who have staid away too 
long to relish quarter-deck discipline remain 
abroad throaogh fear of conscription, and die in 
America, Chiona,’orthe East Indies. However, 
when once enlisiedin the Imperial navy, they 
seldom desert. In the last three years there 
were but four-fifths per cent of deserters in the 
German navy, egainst 6 percentin the En- 

ish. 

. Seamen are exclusively levied from the fishing 
and seafaring population. Mosvof them are Pome- 
ranians, Schieswi¢-Holstejuers, Mecklenturgers, 
and Hanoverians, the East Prussian shore being 
strangely unproductive of the article. Noné are 
taken but such as have had a year’s previous ex- 
perience at sea. Ifthey hayeno taste for the 
nevy, a three years’ service ig all that can be ex? 
acted. After this they are classed with the See- 
webr, a naval counterpart of the Landwher, 
in which they remain for nine years 
more, without any serious 
to their re-entering the merchant 
service aud making distant voyages. ‘Those who 
are willing to remain in the navy, after a four 
years’ service become full sailors; after a six 
yeers’ service, second mates; aod after a seven 
years’ seryice, first mates, when, upon a special 
eXamivation, they are eligible for petty oiticers. 
In this capacity they may be boat- 
swains, gunners, and navigators (steuer- 
mann), the latter degree being attainable 
only after serving a year either as boat- 
swain or gunner, and a wivter’s additional study 
in the school at Kiel. A year’s service in either 
of these situations, as boatewain, gunner, or 
steueimann, enobles aman to claim the im- 
portant addition of * First” to bis title, when 
he has reached the highest rouod of the ladder. 
There are, however, a few profitable pee re- 
served for persons of higher merit, such as cor- 
poral to one of the yarious ‘sailors’ divisions,” 
assistant wharf inspector, etc. 

Well paid as the petty officers generally are, 
seamen who have experienced the freedom of 
the merchant service are rarely induced to stay 
voluntarily in the pavy. To form 4 permanent 
staff of petty officers, Government have bad re- 
course to the trainiog-ship system as practiced 
in England. Healthy boys, between 15 
und 17, sharp ef sight and quick of ear, 
with the ofdinary elementary school 
education, are acceptable as. pupils. After 
& three years’ preliminary service, theo take the 
Oath, become sailors, aud are obliged to serve 
nine years more, either es sailors or peity offi- 
cers, according to the pleasure of their superi- 
ors. The first summer is spent on board the 
brigs Rover, Mosquito, or Undine; the first 
winter at school on land. In the second sum- 
mer the boyr go for an eighteen months’ yoy- 
agh to the West Indier, North or Central 
America, or the Canary Islands. In the third 
year they complete their education by gunnery 
ore on beard the Renown at Wilhelmshaven. 

ys who distinguish themselves may be ap- 

pointed “ Boys’ mates,” in which post they re- 
ceive sailors’ pay. 
_ Besides the sailors there arethe “ Wharf Divis- 
ions,” consisting of operatives and engiueers. The 
operatives are chiefly carpeoters, ropemakers, sail- 
makers, guumakers, smiths, tailors, shoomakers, 
etc. Adi these, being required to work at their 
several trades, receive bot a scanty nantical edu- 
cation, although, as a rule, they are initiated 
into some of the duties of the service on board 
ship. The number of these men in the Navy 
hardly satisfies the requirements of the service, 
none but the best workmen being taken on, and 
the army asserting a prior claim. 

The engineers are either men who have served 
assuch on board merchant steamers or who 
choose the Navy asa profession. They are re- 
quired to pass a stiff examination, are very well 
paid, and form a superior body of men. 
amination may be passed immediately on enter- 
ing the service or in & couple of years’ time. 
Lhree-and-t-balf years after passing, the 
engineer, who has till then been called 
engineers mate, may be admitted to 
the School of Engineers,“ where a Half-year’s 
course is necessary, and then be is subjected to 
another examination, and, if successful, be- 
comes engineer. Continued service, at the end 
of which another examination has to be gone 
through, makes him first engineer. But there 
is @ rise above this. As engineer and first engi- 
weer he ig a petty officer; as “ machine en- 
gineer,” the next grade attainable, he may 
become a commissioned officer, raoking 43 
“Second Lieutenant at sea.” To qualify himself 
for this step he must have obtained the “first 
note” in passing his examination as First Engi- 
neer, must have passed another examination 
afterwards, and be a gentleman in culture and 
bearing. Supposing these requirements to be 
fulfilled, the Admiralty may nominate him 
“Machine “Engineer,” his flval admission de- 
pending upon hie election as an officer by the 
memoers of the corps. ‘There are two more 
grades above this, respectively called * first 
machine engineer” and “upper machine engi- 
neer,” corresponding to higher commissions in 
the Navy. 


When the Prussian Navy was éstablished. 


twenty-five years ago, German merchant Cap- 
tains, with English, Swedish, and Dutch officers, 
formed the staff of the new fleet. Of the help- 
ful foreigners who then eptered the ser- 
viee, Bone are now to be found, all having 
either died or been pensioned, while even 
th doughty skippers, who constituted the native 
element of the force, have nearly all retired 
through the influx of properly trained and more 
polished succesers. At present, if German no- 
tions are worth anyching, the German nayal 
offteer turned out by the Cadet Schoo! and Mar- 
iné Academy at Kiel, in scientific and practical 
knowledge, is quite equal to his more renowned 
collexgue in France, Russia, and even Great 
Britain. He certainly is all that an interminable 
round of stiff examinations can meke him.

GERMANY AND [TALY. 


The Emperer William at "ilan. 

Mriay, Oct. 18.—The illumination of the 
Cathedral presented a most magnificent specta- 
cle. A concert was given, during which the Ger- 
man and Italian anthems were played and greet- 
ed with loud cheers. The Emperor and King 
witnessed the illumination figom a balcony. 

Muay, Oct. 19.—The gave «a private 
dinner party last night in honor of the German 
Emperor. Covers wete Isid for seven, viz.: 
King Victor Emmanuel, the Princess Margherita, 
the bess of Genga, Prince Humbert the 
Duke of Aveta, the Duke of Genoa, and the Im- 
perial guest. Princess Margherita afterwards 
beld a reception, which was atiended by both 
sovereigns. The Emperor William repéatedly 
gave expression to the great satisfaction he felt 
at the brilliant and cordial reception which was 
extended to him, and at finding himself in Italy 
asthe guest of King Victér Emmanuel. “I 
trust,”’ the Emperor is anderstood to have said. 
** that the friendship between the two nations, 
like that between tho two Sovereigns, will be en- 
during and cordial.” 

The review to-day was brilliant and snuccess- 
ful ; 20,000 men took part wm it, and the manen- 
vres lasted about two bours. The Emperor, 
King Victor Emmanuel, and the Italian Princes, 
atteuded by their suites, inspected the troops, 
and afterwards witnessed the march-past before 
the Arena, where the Princess Margherita, the 
Ducbesas of Genoa, the Mivisters and Deputies, 
the Prefect, Mayor, and other authorities, 
were assembled. The troops marched with 
great precision and staartuess, and 
were cheered by the people. The Em- 
peror expressed his commemlation of their 
soldier-like bearing, which was also eulogized 
by Fiéld-Marshal Count Molike in eonversation 
with the Minister of War. An immense crowd 
filled the approaches to the Piazza delle Armi, 
and warmly cheered the Sovereigns, the Princess 
Margherita, and the Princes. 

A grand banquet will be given this evening, 
and the Imperial and Royal party wiil sfter- 
wards attend a gala performance at the Scaia 
Theatre. 

The visit to the Lake of Como appears to be 
fixed for Friday next. The Duke di Melsi hag 
offered to the Sovereigns the hospitality of his 
villa ou the lake for that occasion, Tae Em- 
peror is in excellent health. The weather is 
fine, and the city wears a very asimated aspect. 

At the banquet given this evening, King 
Victor Emmanuel proposed the following toast: 

The health of the German Emperor, my_ brother, 
my dear guest and friend, the health of the Empress, 
and the whole Imperial and Royal Family of Prussia. 

His Majesty added : 

Permit me, Sire, on this auspicious occasion to be- 
come the interpreter of the wishes which the Italians 
join with me in forming for the happiness of your 
Majesty, the prosperity of Germany, and the constant 
fr‘endship of the two nations. 

The Emperor William replied : 

I thank your Majesty for the courteous expressions 
you have been good enough to address tome. lam 
very peer at having at last been abie to return the 
friendly visit your jesty paid me two years ago, 
and which I had for 4 long time past intended te re- 
turn. I am deeply moved by the reception I bave met 
with on the part of your Majesty, and in this beanfiful 
country. I know thatthe sympathy existing between 
Germany and Italy, and the personal relations of 
friendship 80 happily subsisting between us, will con- 
tinue to be a guarantee for the preservation of the 
peace of Europe. I feel a pleasure in hoping that 
these relations will always remain the same, and it is 
with this wish I drink the health of your Majesty. 

Mrpx14HT—The scene to-night at the theatre 
was magnificent. The German and Italian Sov- 
éereigus arrived at 9p. m., and remained two 
bours. Ali the boxes were filied, the ladies’ 
dresses and jewels greatly adding to the bril- 
liancy of the spectacle. Many distinguished 

ersonages had seats in the parterre. Their 

ajestics’ arrival was greeted with three rounds 
of cheers, and the G \rman National Anthem was 
played. The Emperor rose twice to ao his 
thanks. After the ‘ Cantata Borussia ” been 
given the cheering was renewed. ‘he two Mon- 
archs sat between the Princess Marguerite and 
the Dachess of Genoa, and the Princes occupied 
the other seats in the Royal box. The members 
of the Imperial and Reyal suites were in other 
boxes oun, court ladies andthe Presidents of 
the two Chambers. The crowds assembied in 
the streets cheered the Royal cortege as it 
To-morrow there will be a great hunt at 


onza. 

Mian, Oct. 20.—The Perseveranza of to-day 
states that the German Emperor has sent a tele- 
gram tothe Empress Augusta announcing his 
entry into Milan, and speaking of the brilliancy 
of the scene as defying description. ‘* I pever,” 
added His Majesty, *‘saw anything like it.” 
The Emperor particularly admired the illamina- 
tion of the Duomo and the Piazza, and said that 
King Victor Emmanuel manifested towards him 
extreme cordiality. 

King Victor Emmanuel immediately after the 
arrival of the German Emperor telegraphed to 
the German Crown Prince apn account of Hs 
Imperial Majesty’s reception. All the members 
of the Emperor's suite telegraphed to their 
friends in Berlia describing tbe cordial welcome 
they had received. The Emperor haa re- 
ceived congratulatory dispatches from all the 
members of his family. is Majesty has given 
audience to the Germau residents in Milan, who 
presented bim with @ clagsed silver salver. King 
Victor Emmanvel has presented aa ancients 
mosaic. tothe Emperor, a bust of himself to 
Count von Moltke. a snuff-box set in brilliante to 
Count von der Goltz, and his portrait to Count 
Pueckler and Herr Lindorff. The Riband of the 
Order of St. Maurice and Lazaras has been con- 
ferred upon Herr yon Bulow, Herr von Keudell, 
and Herren Albedyll and Vilmosky. Herr Lauer 
has received the decoration of the Order of the 
Crown of Italy. | , 

The Archbishop of Milan declined the King’s 
invitation at the State dipper at the Palace, on 
account of ill-health. ' 

The Emperor and the King, attended by their 
suites, have gone to Monza to-day. 

The German Emperor had long interviews 
yesterday with the Italian Ministers Signori 
Minghettt and Visconti Venosta. His Majesty 
expressed confidence in the policy pursued by 
the present Italian Cabinet. Afier the sudi- 
enee, and after an interview with Herr von 
Bulow, the Ministers waited apoa King Victor 
Emmanuel, aod the ,two sovereigns afterwards 
exc ed visits. 

The Court returned from Monza at half-past 3 
this afterpoom. The Royal carriages were 
escorted by a body of Cuiraséiers. — 

In conversation with the President of the 
Chamber of Deputies the German Emperor re- 
marked thatthe reception he had met with waa 
a proot of the satisfaction of the country at the 
sihance exiatiug between Italy and Germany. 
liis diajcesy added, * 1 am pleased because my 
reception altests the friencship of the two na- 
tions—relations which will promote their mutual 
happioess.

The Town Board of North Chicago helda 
meeting at Justice W. H. DeWolf’s office on 
North Clari: ¢treet vesterday afternoon, for the 
purpose. of fixing tue sal.sries of town oflicers, 
and the disposition of routine business. Justice 
Iammill presided, and Justices DeWolf, Paul- 
sép. and Robicson, Supervisor Baynes, and the

annum. Juétice Panisen made a motion that 
2246, the amount of a bill approved at 
a previous meeting of the Board, be de- 
ducted from the amount, also $300 which 
has been paid that official with the understan d- 
ing that it ehould be paidto his assistants, 
which bad not been done.

THE CLARK MURDER. 
VERD<CT OF THE CORONER'S JURY. 

The Coroner's Jury 1n the Olark murder case 
reassembled yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock at 
the Sixth Precinct Station. 

Mr. Henry Wilkinson, of Myers & Co., whole- 
sale liquor-deaters, 268 Kast Madison street, tes- 
tified that he was walking down the south sido 
of Washington. He crossed over at the corner 
of Washington and Desplaines streets, and whop 
near No. 83 he saw a man running down the pae- 
sage-way between #1 and 83. The man was com~- 
ing out of the way towards the pavement and 
the girl following. The man said something, 
but witness could not arnderstand it. The man bad 
& pistol in his hand, and immediately afterwards 
he heard the pistol-shot. He then walked down 
the street. He saw no hstchet io the girl’s hand. 
If she had anything, he could not see it, as it 
would have been hid by her dress. She was 
holding ber hands at her side in their natural 
position. ‘he whole thizg was done in less 
than two minutes. He could not hear the girl 
say anything. After the shot she gave 4 shrick 
and partly turned about. Witness said the pris- 
oner had the general appearance of the man. 
He did not wait to see the prisoner come out of 
the passage-way. ; . 

Officer Cook testified in substance to what he 
told Tux Tarsunye reporter Tuesday. His state- 
ment appearedin yesterday's issue. 

Simon J. Forhan, of 97 West Madison street, 
was near the house. He heard a quarrel as he 
passed the house, and lookedin. The girl seem- 
ed to be about 10 or 12 feet from the man. Some 
boys were there. He lweard them say, “ He's 
going to shoot her,” and immediately after, ‘- He 
bas shot her.” He saw the man come out, after 
the report of the pistol, very pale, and seeming 
to hide the pistol. He rulated the circumstance 
to the officers at the siation, and went to the 
house, where the man wis found working. He 
identified him, and the nian was arrested. Iie 
saw the pistol given up, and the prisoner said 
that was the pistol he had used. The affair hap- 
pened three or four minufes before notified 
Judge Scully of it. 

Judge Scully said the last witness came to 
him ebout 10 or 10:30 in the morning. He sent 
Mr. Forhan and officers down, and followed 
himself. On his way down he met the ollicers 
returning with the prisoner. He saw the girl 
weltering in her bloai. He aeked the prisoner 
if the pistol was the one he usedin the killing, 
and prisoner admitted it was, and said he had 
committed the deed in self-defense. When 
Judge Scully saw him in-the ceil he was not 
aware of the effect of the shot, but upon being 
told of it he made this statement about shooting 
the girl in self-defense. 

The inquest then acjjourned till 5 p. m. to en- 
able the County Physician to examine the body 
and make his report. 

The jury met again at 5 o'clock, and the Coun- 
ty Physician, Dr. Henrotin, made his report of 
the post-mortem examination. The physician 
found that the shot was through the left side, 
an inch anda half above,the nipple, produced 
by a heavy ball, which w@nf through the side of 
the heart, taking out a piece. The physician 
never saw such a wound mad» throngh the heart 
with a small ball of this variety. It then passed 
right through a portion of the lung between two 
riba. The pail was found in the muscles of the 
back, lying almost under the skio. The ball 
was produced. It is a small cartridge, but the 
physician bad no doubt it was the cause of death, 
which must have been almost instantaneous. 

The jury then retired, and soon afterwards 
brought im a verdict of murder. The prisoner 
will be held over to await the action of the 
Grand Jury, without bail.

FINE ARTS. 


The New Exhibition of Paintings at the 
Exposition Building. 


Specimens of the Work of Ameri- 
can Artists. 


Some Costly Water-Colors. 


The attendance at Haseltine’s exhibition of 
paintings at the Exposition Building last night 
was not as large as might have been expected 
from the numerous invitations issued. The art- 
gallery was not nearly filled, a state of affairs 
dne, however, in great part to the somewhat an- 
pleasant weather. 

THE COLLECTION OF PICTURES 
numbers 390, and is of the miscellaneous charac- 
ter common to dealers’ exhibitions, who find it 
for their interest to please all classes of custo- 
mere, and to put upon the market al! sorts of 
pictures, good and bad, cheap and expensive. 
All the Exposition galleries are oceupied without 
being crowded, and the moderate number is an 
advantage rather than a disadvantage. Some of 
these pictures are from the Louisville exhibi- 
tion, anda few from Cincinnati. Some have 
been here before at the Exposition of last year 
or the dealers’ exhibition of the spring. Of 
these—not many in number—persous fond of 
pictures will not be sorry to see the good ones 
agaio, and the bad ones will fill up as well as 
others, and will not remain long in the memory. 

OF THE BETTER CLASS 
of pictures that were here before may be noted 
several remarkable examples of Frepch drapery 
and figure painting, which seem to approach 
perfection in the representation of the texture 
and folds of silk, velvet, and other fabrics; 
such are C. D. Hue’s *“* Departure for the. Prom- 
enade” (No. 217), P. C. Comte’s *‘ Love-letter,” 
which represents a young lady in a yeow dress 
melting a stick of sealing-wax, and is perhaps 
the best of all; and Chevillard’s *‘ Pes Dog.” 
Some of Milne Ramsey's excellent pictures of 
still life also are back, and an admirable picture 
by Pasini of a ‘‘ Market Scene at Cairo” (No. 
266), full of small figures of people and api- 
mals, that will repay any amount of study. 
THE NEW PICTURES 
are, however, the priacipal point of interest, and 
the exhibition of a consuderable number of good 
foreign ones is especially welcome 80 soon after 
the display of a standard American collection. 
Perhaps one-half or two-thirds of the collection 
may be passed by as not worth a second jook. 
Among the remainder there are many interest- 
ing examples of well-known European painters, 
often of the highest interest, one or two of 
which by themselves would attract an art-atudent 
toa visit. Before naming some of these a more 
ungracious duty isto be performed by. calling 
the attention of persons who wish to abuse pict- 
ures to the works of 
: EDMUND D. LEWIS, 
of Philadelphia, a large number of whose works 

adorn the present collection,—large landscapes 
of a brilliant and striking character. Mr, Lewis 
is popular and prosperous, and likely to remain 
80, 60 long asa large proportion even of the 
well-to-do class of the commanity continue to 
know nothing of the real qualities of pictures. 
There are perhaps twenty paintings by tbis 
artist, many of them large and pretentious, in 
the galleries, and there 1s pot one of them that a 

rson of real taste and discrimination would 

ve in his house. They have the merit of new- 
ness and freshness, for all the twenty 
are dated 1575, or, at the farthest, 
1874. There are worse inted pictures in 
the collection han these, but none 
| which are more distinctly discreditable to ari, 
| for it is obvions that po one knows better than 
the artist how bad they are, and he consciously 
and deliberately chooses to grind oat one of 
these expert, soulless pictures a week, rather 
than paint good ones, as he menifestly might if 
he would. 

Leaving Mr. Lewis coach-panel style of land- 
scapes for really meritorious pictures, there is a 
fine quict scene, a 

‘‘CLOUDY DAY IN LORRAINE” 
(No, 109), by Veron, in the modorn French 
school, full of feeling, and with a considerable 
reminiscence of our own McEntee. It is rather 
large, and represents pools of water, broken 
ground, and large trees under a cloudy sky,— 
everything fuil of moisture. 

Some pictares by an American artist, who 
dates sometimes im Massachusetts aad some- 
times in Philadelphia, 

JOSEPH JOHN, 

are likely to attract attention. They are figure- 
pictures, usually with a considerable back- 
ground of landscape, however, and their pecu- 
liarity is the introduction of angels or spirits in 
them among figures of ordinary costume. In 
one, * Life's Morning and Evening” (No. 54), 
an old man inaboat is turning towards some 
childrea at the bank of ariver, who havea toy 
vessel, and several angels, female figures in 
flowing robes, floating in the air are scatterivg 
flowers over the whole group from above. 
Another picture represents two children 
in @ boat borne down a rocky cata 
ract, while guardian spirits over them point 
out the safe way to steer, though it must be said 
that their chance looks small without immediate 
physical aid. Tbe painting of these scenes is 
careful and consciéntious, skillful to a respecta- 
ble degree if not masterly, and it is said that the 
artist is a spiritualist, or holds some unusual 
ideas respecting the relations of the material and 
spiritual world, and paints his pictures with the 
utmost sincerity and devoutness. Most of them 
have been entraved. 

OF OTHER AMERICAN PICTURES 
a moderate-sized landscape, under giass, of 
Bierstadt, a “Scene in Califoroia” (No. 42), is 
ikely to win praise, even from his enemies, for 
itis mot only quiet and pleasing in itself, but 
quite free from the air of ‘* business” which is 
attributed to him as bis great fault. It is a small 
pond or pool with low ground and trees. 

McCord has a pleasing little picture (No. 122), 
the ‘‘ Falls of Minnehaha,” and F. K. M. Rehn, 
of Philadelphia, is represented by several 
marine pictures in oil and watercolor, re- 
sembling in general style W. T. Richards and 
Bricher, and some of them ve ood and satis- 
factory.

direct competition. The water-colors stand the 
test perfectly, and of their admirable quality 
something will be said hereafter.

AMUSEMENTS. 


ADELPHI! THEATRE, 

“‘Lispet,” the play given for the first time at 
this theatre Tuesday night, bassome little merit. 
The action is complex, yet luminous and inter- 
esting ; the situations, many of them, are strong ; 
and the opportunities for scenic effects are 
abundant. There is little to be said for the dia- 
logue of the piece or for the consistency of the 
story which it relates. If the play has any main 
purpose, it is not perceptible to the ordinary ob- 
server, It has some of the ideas so effectually 
usedin *“*The Two Orphans,” and its affinity 
with the school of sensationalism is quite as pro- 
nounced ; but it has not the strongest features 
of the more celebrated play. “‘ Lispet” has 
been very handsomely put om the stage at 
the Adelphi. Some of the scenery 
iS §6©—ssparticularly fine,—notably a steam- 
boat rescue end an interior view of 
an old mill. The latter is turned about so as to 
expose the exterior without bringing down the 
curtain. This idea 1s taken from Boucicaalt's 
** Shaughraun,” and it ia said to be quite as ef- 
fectively used in ** Lispet ” asin the play which 
first introduced it. The acting in * Lispet” is 
generally ag good as thse piecedeserves. Mr. M. 
V. Lingham, an actor of considerable ability, 
assumes the part of Mark Hamilton, the schem- 
ing brother who attempts to defraud his niece 
and sister-in-law of their property. Mr. Ling- 
ham is worthy of better things than the part 
affords him. Miss Kate Meek as the sister-in- 
law of Mark Hamilton and the wife of Waller 
Hamilton does what fails to her share with 
much earnestness and fidelity. Miss Millie 
Lackett as Bessie Hamilion, the lost daughter, 
afterwards *‘ Lispet,” was wot perfectly satis- 
factory. 


THE. EXPOSITION CONCERT.

SPECIE-RESUMPTION., 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Campnipes, Il)., Oct. 30.—In answer to the in- 
quiry of some correspondent in relation 0 the 
effect of a further issue of irredeemable currency 
on its value, you take the most common-sense 
view of the financial situation (as I think) of any 
writer on finance that I have yet read after. 

On this construction of your views, I believe 
you willing to allow the use of your columns for 
the promulgation of any feasible plan of specie- 
resumption. For this reason, I make bold to 
state a proposition which I think would result in 
the imm te restoration of business-confidence, 
and the certainty of specie-resumption at the 
time specified. It is simply this : 

That Congress, this winter, shall enact that, 
on and after Jan. 1, 1879, all notes of the United 
States will be redeemable in gold on demand ; 
and that the greene legal-tenders be at once 
taken up and by notes bearing this 
promise on their That it should further 
enact that all National Banks be required to 
have an amount of specie wo 40 per cent of 
their circulation, to secure the holders of their 
neotes,—the Government canceling a sufficient 
amount of the bonds now held for purpose, 
to enable then#to meet this requirement. That, 
simultaneous withjthe issue of this new curreney, 
silver coin be issued in lieu of the fractional cur- 
rency. A definite promise of early resumption 
on the face of the legal-tenders would bring 
these noves to par with gold. less the interest ; and, 
as the time of redemption approached, they 
would appreciate to a gold-standard. The issue 
of $40,000.000 of silver coin would be a practical 
resumption to that amount, and would con- 
stantly redeeming an equivalent amount of 
paper-currency. 

The contraction of the currency to the amount 
of 230,000,000 by the issue of bonds, the princi- 
pal and interest payableein coin, greenbDacks 
being taken at par in payment. would assist the 
Government credit with the holders of its circu- 
lation. 

The present depressed state of values, and 
the temper of the people, nearly ali of whom 
understand that thé present etagnation is caused 
by a distrust of the currency, make this time 
especially favorable to specie ption; and 
resumption on this plan would take this ques- 
tion out of politics, where it is now a football, 
and a disgrace to the nation. J. B.C.
